A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Response to Arguments 
Applicant has amended to include the limitation "in a single step". Applicant's 
arguments primarily rely upon amendment to the claims. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 8-13 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by IBM Tech 
Disci Bull. NN7908935("IBM"). 
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IBM teaches the forming of a polycrystalline silicon or polysilicon layer and the 
passivating of the polysilicon in oxygen by annealing . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 2-6 and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over IBM in view of Chung, et al (US 2001/0021 565A1). 

IBM is silent with respect to the recited temperatures and pressures and with 
respect to the fabricating a polysilicon thin film transistor. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have used the recited temperatures and pressures because the 
temperature and pressure are variables of the art which one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have been able to determine in order to obtain the passivation of the polysilicon. 

Chung discloses the including of fluorine in the atmosphere in which polysilicon is 
oxidized(paragraph 0012 and 0013). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included fluorine in the atmosphere in the process taught by IBM as 
taught by Chung because Chung discloses that the fluorine combines to form a reaction 
layer with the oxide formed by the oxygen. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 20 is allowed. 
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Claims 7 and 14-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the further steps recited in the steps in 
combination with the passivation steps recited in the independent claims.
